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REPORT OF THE NATIONAL CONVENTION 
PI KAPPA DELTA 


The Second National Convention of Pi Kappa Delta met in the Philale- 
thean Literary Society room of Ottawa University at Ottawa, Kansas. The 
meeting was called to order by the National President, Professor E. R. 
Nichols of Redlands University, precisely at 2 p. m. 

An address of welcome was given by Miss Dorothy Stratton, President of 
the Kansas Alpha Chapter. A response was made by Mr. Raymond E. Un- 
tereiner of the California Alpha Chapter. At the close of his remarks Mr. 
Untereiner presented the national organization with a service flag bearing 
stars for each member of Pi Kappa Delta now in the service of the nation. 

The National President followed with an address. This was divided into 
three main heads, relating to the growth of the organization, its internal 
organization, and interforensic relations. 

Under the first head Professor Nichols dealt with extension. He pointed 
out the difficulties in this connection in view of there being no traveling 
secretary. He indicated that there should be a revision of the list of insti- 
tutions into which Pi Kappa Delta would care to introduce chapters, and 
asked that the committee to be appointed might have its findings approved 
by the Convention. In all, there have been twenty-three chapters of Pi 
Kappa Delta granted, five of which have become inactive. President Nichols 
told of the reasons for such inactivity, and expressed the hope that some of 
them might be revived. He discussed the problems of approach to institu- 
tions into which the organization wished to enter and urged the exercise of 
care in granting chapters. 


The internal organization of Pi Kappa Delta was a cause for gratification. 
The fact that practically no constitutional changes seemed necessary at this 
Convention was a good tribute to the work of the constitutional amendment 
committee of the last Convention. The past year has seen better response 
than ever before from the different chapters. Every chapter member should 
buy a key. The number purchased is steadily increasing. The financial con- 
dition under the untiring and efficient management of Mr. Roy Painter con- 
tinues to be satisfactory. It will continue to be so if every chapter does its 
duty. For the period of the war, Pi Kappa Delta should do everything in its 
power to encourage forensic contests for women. 

The third and last head of President Nichols’ address dealt with interfor- 
ensic relations. Negotiations had been entered into during the last year with 
most encouraging results. The National Secretary of Delta Sigma Rho had 
expected to attend this Convention, but instead was going to meet repre-

sentatives of Pi Kappa Delta on Saturday, April 6, in Kansas City. It is 
hoped that some understanding whereby each organization will recognize 
the other’s field and work may be arrived at, and that some basis of co-ope- 
ration for the promotion of forensic endeavor may be found. 

At the close of his address, President Nichols appointed committees on the 
auditing of finance, constitutional amendments, interforensic relations, ban- 
quet program, resolutions, initiation arrangements, covention picture and 
extension. 

These committees were asked to meet during the remainder of the after- 
noon, and the first session of the Convention was adjourned to meet the 
following morning.

THURSDAY EVENING—DEBATE BETWEEN OTTAWA UNIVERSITY 
AND THE UNIVERSITY OF REDLANDS 


This debate was one of the most interesting features of the Convention. 
It was held in the Auditorium of the main building of the University at 8 
o’clock and was well attended. The proposition was: Resolved, That the 
United States should establish a responsible cebinet system of government 
—constitutionality waived. The Ottawa men, Ralph Stonebraker, Robert 
Lynn, and Merrill Dubach, upheld the affirmative, and the Redlands men, 
George Hedstrom, Leo Sievert, and Raymond Untereiner, the negative. The 
judges were Professor B. F. Moore of Kansas University, Professor E. R. 
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Barrett of the Kansas State Normal School, and Professor Chas. A. Marsh 
of Morningside College. That the debate was a good and an exceedingly 
close one may be guessed from the two-to-one decision for the negative, ren- 
dered by the judges. The eloquence of the gentlemen from California, espe- 
cially that of Mr. Untereiner, gave the visitors somewhat of an advantage. 


FRIDAY MORNING 


On Friday morning, from 8:30 to 11, the various committees were in ses- 
sion. At 11 President Nichols called the Convention to order, and also 
called for Reports of Committees. These reported in the following order: 


Interforensic Relations 


Chas. A. Marsh, Chairman; E. R. Nichols, ex-officio; J. R. Macarthur. The 
Chairman reported that the correspondence conducted by President Nichols 
with the representative of Delta Sigma Rho had been examined by the com- 
mittee. The prospects for an early agreement seemed most encouraging. 
The National President of Delta Sigma Rho, Mr. Stanley Houck, of Minne- 
apolis, had telegraphed his greetings to the Convention of Pi Kappa Delta, 
and had asked for a meeting in Kansas City the following day with repre- 
sentatives of Pi Kappa Delta. The committee had made plans to meet Mr. 
Houck next morning. 

Report accepted by delegates. 


Extension 
C. J. Medlin, Chairman; Chas. A. Marsh, P. T. Hitchens. 


The Chairman read a list of institutions in which Pi Kappa Delta would be 
willing to establish chapters. He also recommended certain means of 
approach, especially those practised by the Colorado Alpha Chapter. 

The report was passed by the Convention. 


Constitutional Amendment 
George Hedstrom, Chairman; Roy W. Foard. 
The Committee presented the following: 


That the Constitution of Pi Kappa Delta be amended as follows: That 
Article 4, Division A, Paragraph 4, reading: 

“Only college professors and educators other than in public speaking, and 
alumni or former students of college rank who have achieved distinction in 
public address shall be eligible to admission as honorary members.” 

Be amended to read: 

“Only college professors and educators other than in public speaking, who 
have shown especial interest in forensic activity, and alumni or former 
students of college rank who have achieved distinction in public address, 
shall be eligible to admission as honorary members. 

The committee further recommends that there be started a section of 
“Rulings and Regulations” as an addition to the constitution, to contain such 
rulings and interpretations and amendments as the National Conventions 
may make. Also that the general rulings made at the First National Con- 
vention be included in this list. The committee submitted the following 
rulings: 

1. Certificates are to be issued only when dues are fully paid to the 
National Treasurer. 
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2. New chapters are to be installed only when dues of members and 
charter fees are in the hands of the National Treasurer. 

3. The National Council, with the National President as Chairman, shall 
choose the time and place for holding the next National Convention. 

4. The Pi Kappa Delta key shall not be made up into fraternity jewelry, 
such a stick pins, cuff buttons, or the like. Members may wear the key as a 
pendant from a chain or fob or as a lavaliere. 

5. All students and instructors who transfer from recognized institutions 
may receive full credit for their previous forensic work towards eligibility 
for Pi Kappa Delta. 

6. Members of other forensic organizations may be admitted to Pi Kappa 
Delta, or Pi Kappa Delta members may be permitted to join other forensic 
organizations, only by arrangement of the National Councils of the two 
organizations. 

7. Honorary members and instructors may receive full credit for their 
college forensic activities toward their degree in Pi Kappa Delta. 

8. All treasurers who are sending in money for dues or keys must desig- 
nate from whom the money or the dues have been received. 

9. Names shall not be entered in the catalog and carried by the Secretary 
until all application blanks and dues have been received. 

10. The degree of honor shall be granted in the order of oratory if the 
candidate shall have won first place in a recognized intercollegiate oratorical 
contest, or second place in a recognized intercollegiate contest of six or 
more contestants, or third place in a contest where there are twelve or more 
contestants. The degree of special distinction shall be awarded in the Order 
of Oratory if the candidate shall have ranked in the first one-half of the con- 
testants in an interstate oratorical contest. 


At this point discussion arose over the recognition of freshmen debates, 
also over participants in local contests, and over those debaters who are 
members of teams to whom debates are forfeited. Dean Hardy of Ottawa 
moved that participants in freshman debates be admitted to membership 
in Pi Kappa Delta, but that such debates be not counted towards advanced 
degrees in Pi Kappa Delta. This motion was carried unanimously. It was 
moved by Mr. Untereiner of Redlands that a forfeited debate give member- 
ship to participants if they are on the stage and the judges write a decision 
in their favor. The motion was lost. Professor Marsh of Morningside 
moved that the action of the Redlands Chapter with regard to a forfeited 
debate under discussion be endorsed. Dean Hardy moved that the secretary 
cast a unanimous vote in favor of the motion. The motion carried. The 
meeting adjourned till 2 p. m. 


FRIDAY AFTERNOON 


The meeting was called to order by President Nichols. Mr. Hitchens of 
Emporia asked a question concerning the difference between honorary and 
alumni membership. A ruling was made that the name of a member be not 
carried in the catalog until the fee had been received. The name should 
accompany the fee. 

President Nichols, under the head of “Forensic” expenses reported that 
there was owing to the printer about $60, and that when this was paid there 
would be left about $105 in the National Treasury. The meeting then re- 
turned to the head of reports of committees. 
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Auditing 
F. L. Gilson, Chairman; Roy W. Foard. 


The committee-reported that it had audited the accounts of Pi Kappa Delta 
as submitted by the National Treasurer and the President, and that it had 
found them correct. (The financial reports are printed as supplements to 
the minutes of the Convention.) 

The report was unanimously adopted. 


Banquet Program 
Professor Stansell, Chairman. 


The committee reported that arrangements had been made for the banquet 
and for the toasts and responses. 

The motion to accept the report was passed. 

At this point President Nichols asked for an expression of opinion as to 
a catalog number. The Convention expressed the opinion that it had better 
be deferred. 


The Convention then passed to the head of Unfinished Business. There 
being nothing under this head, they turned to New Business. The Presi- 
dent called for Chapter Reports. They were given as follows: Roy W. 
Foard read the report for The Fort Collins, and also for the Greeley Chap- 
ters; Professor Marsh, for Morningside; C. J. Medlin for Manhattan; P. T. 
Hitchens for Emporia; Avis Clayton for Washburn; Dean Hardy for Ottawa; 
George Hedstrom, for Redlands; President Nichols, for Ripon. Reports were 
read by the Secretary for Eureka, Southwestern, Illinois Wesleyan, Okla- 
homa, and Dakota Wesleyan. There was also read a letter of greeting from 
five Pi Kappa Delta Alumni now at Harvard. Copies of the most of these 
are given below:

Report from the Kansas State Agricultural College Chapter of Pi Kappa 
Delta: 

Since the last National Convention of Pi Kappa Delta our chapter has been 
doing all it can to stimulate forensic activities in K. S. A. C. The debating 
system used by our college is the extensive rather than the intensive one, 
with the idea of giving training to as Many persons as possible. With the 
exception of the pentangular debate with Washburn, Ottawa, Baker and the 
College of Emporia, we allow our men to debate only once a year. 

Last school year K. 8. A. C. had seven debates on its schedule, of which 
four were men’s debates and three were women’s debates. This school year 
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we have a schedule for five debates. Three of these are men’s debates and 
two are women’s debates. One of the women’s debates will be held with 
Salina on April 20. 

By the use of the extensive system of training debaters we have had in 
the last two years 63 persons competing in intercollegiate debate, and only 
17 of these persons have debated twice. Last spring we had 54 persons enter 
debate tryouts. 

We feel that Pi Kappa Delta has done much to stimulate this interest in 
debating, and we have been loyally assisted in this work by Zeta Kappa Psi, 
the girls’ forensic, which has become a national organization since the last 
Convention. 

Members of Pi Kappa Delta have taken a prominent part in five oratorical 
contests. 

Our membership has been affected by the war in a manner similar to other 
organizations. Since the beginning of last year we have lost five active 
members who would have been back this year. We started out last fall 
with a membership of ten and two of these have enlisted in the army. How- 
ever, we have taken in two new men and plan on taking in four more later, 
so we will have eight or ten men to start with next year. 

We have adopted a policy in the K. S. A. C. Chapter that we believe will 
definitely help our Government in this time of National crisis, which is to 
urge each member to take part in any campaign where public speaking is 
necessary, such as the campaigns for Red Cross funds and selling War 
Saving Stamps. 

Debating at K. 8. A. C. is under the supervision of the department of Eng- 
lish. Don L. Burk, assisting professor of English, and J. G. Bmerson, of the 
department of public speaking, have done the coaching.

It is with a deep feeling of regret that we are unable to send a delegate to 
the Convention. Permit us to send greetings to the various delegates at- 
tending. 

It is with a sense of pride that we have had the largest chapter of Pi 
Kappa Delta during the present year. It is with more pride that we can 
point to the record made by our Pi Kappa Delta members, however. This 
year Dakota Wesleyan has five separate debating teams representing her. 
Thus far two of the teams have won both debates in a dual with Morning- 
side. One other team won over Yankton in the State Pentangular, while 
Sioux Falls College forfeited to the fourth team, thus giving us the best 
claim to the state championship since we are the only school with an unde- 
feated team or a forfeiture. The fifth team is composed of freshmen, who 
debated a dual with Huron. This debate was also won, giving us five debate 
teams without a defeat. 

Our representative, Lloyd Rising, won the State Old Line contest in Ora- 
tory and will represent us in the Interstate Contest, which will be held here 
the fifth of April. The State Prohibition Contest has not yet been held. 

The record of Dakota Wesleyan is unusually strong, but has never been 
as strong as it has during the four years since the installation of the chap- 
ter of Pi Kappa Delta. Forensics take on a new meaning when the forensic 
men and women of an institution can obtain the privileges of becoming mem- 
bers of a National Fraternity of such standing. During the four years we 
have won first place in two Old Line Contests; three seconds in the state 
Prohibition Contests, and a first in the National Peace Contest. All four 
years we have held the best claim to the State Championship in Debate. 

At present we have fourteen old members and will initiate ten new mem- 
bers who have become eligible this year by participation in forensics. We 
believe in making admission into Pi Kappa Delta the most distinctive honor 
coming to a student. Any school doing that will not only have a strong 
chapter of Pi Kappa Deltas, but will make a Forensic record that will be a 
credit to the school.

COLORADO BETA 


Debating was first introduced into Colorado Teachers College in the 
winter of 1916-17, when she entered a women’s triangular debate with Colo- 
rado Agricultural College and the University of Wyoming. In this debate 
the question was the “Minimum Wage for Women.” We won from Colorado 
Agricultural College at home and lost to Wyoming in Laramie. 

Later in the same year the men engaged in a trial debate with Nebraska 
State Normal at Peru and won both sides on the question of “Compulsory 
Arbitration of Labor Disputes.” 

This year we have had the same triangle, debating the question of ‘“‘Dis- 
armament of the Individual Nations at the Close of the Present War,” and 
winning from both of the opposing teams. The women, different teams from 
those engaged in the triangular, also met Denver University on the ques- 
tion of “Compulsory: arbitration of labor disputes, winning the affirmative 
by a unanimous vote and losing the negative by a two-to-one vote. 

Owing to the friendly interest of Mr. Alfred Westfall, coach of debating 
at Colorado Agricultural College, we became interested in the possibility 
of having a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta installed.

CALIFORNIA ALPHA 


The Redlands Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta opened the year with nine mem- 
bers present, including two faculty members. It was not long, however, 
until two of these men were lost to the service. Our Chapter has a total 
of nine men in the service at the present time. 

Redlands has had a most successful year in forensic work. Four vic- 
tories in debate were recorded out of a possible five. For the second time 
we were able to send a debate team East as far as Ottawa, Kansas, which 
is no small achievement. The team was composed of three men and Coach 
Nichols, and the money was raised largely by special effort in which Pi 
Kappa Delta had no small part.

SOUTH DAKOTA BETA 


The Huron College Chapter of Pi Kappa Delta evolved in a manner some- 
what similar to the growth of the national organization. In 1913 a resolu- 
tion passed the Huron College Students’ Association that a gold H be 
awarded each student representing the college in intercollegiate debate or 
oratory. During the commencement week of 1914, E. L. Hunt, H. C. ’13, 
then in his first year of service as instructor in oratory and debate, called 
a meeting of all the students who had won the gold H, together with the 
alumni, who had represented the college in forensics in previous years. At 
this meeting the Huron College Forensic Association was organized with 
twenty-four charter members, twelve alumni and twelve students. The con- 
stitution provided that the organization should be honorary and should 
combine alumni and student members. Provisions for an annual banquet 
at commencement were made, and these have been held until the present

war year. Another activity has been the framing of the pictures of mem- 
bers in class groups as they graduated. The college achievements of each 
member are inscribed below. This has emphasized the fact that forensic 
men are leaders in all school life and has greatly strengthened the forensic 
tradition. 

In 1917 the Forensic Association decided to petition for a local chapter 
of Pi Kappa Delta. The petition was granted in 1918 and the chapter was 
installed by Messrs. Rising and Ludeman of Dakota Wesleyan on February 
14, 1918. An account of this installation has appeared previously. On 
April 26, seven new members were initiated. There are, all told, 52 mem- 
bers of the Forensic Association eligible to membership in Pi Kappa Delta 
and many of these are joining. The following men should be especially 
mentioned for service in the army.

In the management of intercollegiate contests the South Dakota Schools 
have dropped many precedents in the interests of practical co-operation. 
The State Oratorical Association and the various debating leagues have 
combined to form the South Dakota Forensic League. This league meets 
each year shortly after the opening of the schools. At this meeting all 
intercollegiate debates and oratorical contests are scheduled, questions 
selected, and judges chosen. For the state oratorical one judge, a man of 
recognized standing in Public Speaking, is chosen from outside the state. 
He receives a remuneration for his services. In the debates only one judge 
is used, he being a neutral coach within the state. Thus the schools de- 
bating provide their own judges. This system might not work in an atmos- 
phere of suspicion. But it is found that the annual meeting does much to 
promote friendliness and confidence. When the Yankton Chapter of Pi 
Kappa Delta is organized Pi Kappa Delta will exercise a predominant in- 
fluence in South Dakota Forensics, and there will be many occasions for 
a practical application of its ideals. 

Professor E. L. Hunt has been granted leave of absence from Huron for 
1918-19, and is spending the year as Austin Scholar in Philosophy at Har- 
vard.

There was no report for the period ending April 1, 1916, the time of the 
meeting of the last Convention, because the Treasurer, John A, Shields, was 
just turning over his accounts to his successor and did not know exactly how 
affairs stood. The first report possible, following the change of officers, 
was rendered July 1, 1916. 

At present we have no debts. The National Treasurer has spent none of 
his own money for postage, but suspects other National Officers have. This 
must be different hereafter, and the postage item will be larger. 

Keys, 108-220, both inclusive, have been purchased since the last Na- 
National Convention met. The keys cost $661.75. When Key No. 208 was 
sold we received from the jeweler $50 as a commission. The National Trea- 
surer, acting upon this good record, has entered into the same agreement 
with the jeweler for the next two years; if 100 keys are purchased we re- 
ceived a $50 bonus—in order to get this bonus the number must be guar- 
anteed at the outset. The Treasurer has undertaken to put out that many, 
and the jeweler is going ahead on that undertaking. Our membership is 
increasing, and if members will increasingly see the appropriateness of the 
key the required number of orders will easily be secured. 

The real work of the National Treasurer is not unpleasant. The untan- 
gling of snarls made by local officers that went back to Punkin Holler or 
Toad Center and took the local records with them, is decidedly unpleasant. 
If an employee of this bank were as dilatory as some of the local officers, 
I should fire said employee without comment. I place Pi Kappa Delta duties 
as near my heart as any of my work, and believe that every local officer 
should be on the job when he is supposed to be. If in-coming officers would 
report promptly to the National Treasurer a great deal of time, postage and 
work could be saved.

Behind this telegram lies an interesting story. At the first Pi Kappa 
Delta convention the President was instructed to take up the matter of 
mutual members with Delta Sigma Rho.

Many of these men 
in the small:colleges, which has always been our field, are, and many more 
may be jn the future, members of Delta Sigma Rho. Naturally, Pi Kappa 
Delta wished to take them into membership. 

Some members of Pi Kappa Delta enter institutions in which Delta Sigma 
Rho has chapters for a portion of their undergraduate years. It was felt 
that a definite basis of their acceptance as members of Delta Sigma Rho 
might be established—especially as some of them might desire such mem- 
bership greatly after representing the institution of their adoption in a 
forensic way. 

After much correspondence upon the subject, Mr. Houck made plans to 
meet Mr. Nichols at the time of the Pi Kappa Delta Convention. Failing 
this he arranged the meeting in Kansas City, mentioned above. 

At this meeting, which was also attended by the new President of Pi 
Kappa Delta, Dr. J. R. Macarthur and Prof. Chas. A. Marsh, the newly 
elected Secretary, a satisfactory arrangement was made. 

The terms of the agreement are: 

Each organization recognizes the basic principles underlying member- 
ship in the other, and each agrees to admit to membership persons belong- 
ing to the other society upon the following rules of eligibility: 

Any member of Pi Kappa Delta who has attained the degree of Special 
Distinction, according to the present requirements of Pi Kappa Delta, and 
who is otherwise eligible under the constitution of Delta Sigma Rho shall 
be elected to membership in Delta Sigma Rho upon recommendation by — 
the National Council of Pi Kappa Delta. 

Any member of Delta Sigma Rho who shall enter either as instructor or 


student an institution which has a chapter of Pi Kappa Delta, may, with b 


the consent of the National Council of Delta Sigma Rho, be admitted upon 
his forensic record to membership in Pi Kappa Delta, and shall receive 
such standing in degree and order as his forensic record entitles him. 

It was agreed further that members of Delta Sigma Rho might enter Pi 
Kappa Delta as members at large as well as by transfer. And that mem- 
bers of Pi Kappa Delta who transferred to institutions where there was a 
chapter of Delta Sigma Rho would not be admitted to that organization, 
unless they represented the institution in debate or oratory, or unless they 
were Special Distinction members of Pi Kappa Delta. The Special Distine-

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tion members of Pi Kappa Delta are to be taken by Delta Sigmo Rho as 
mem bers-at-large. 

Delta Sigma Rho has adopted a plan of taking a limited number of mem- 
bers-at-large annually, and it was felt that it would be for the interests of 
both forensic honor societies if this honor was extended to the members who 
reach the highest degree in Pi Kappa Delta. 

This is indeed a courtesy to Pi Kappa Delta, for it means that debaters 
in small colleges who prove their merit by many debates and by a large 
percentage of victories will get an honor that but few men can get annually 
in the large universities. It is easier, of course, to win the right to repre- 
sent a small college than it is to win the same right in an institution of 
from two to six thousand students. It is fair to require that the man in the 
small college demonstrate his worth before he is placed on an equality with 
the university debater. 

That Delta Sigma Rho is willing to make this membership agreement 
with Pi Kappa Delta is evidence of the cordial feeling and the desire for 
co-operation existing between the two organizations. There are many dif- 
ferences in detail in the two organizations, as each must meet a problem 
distinctly its own, but a unity of purpose exists which such an agreement 
as this will strengthen. Undoubtedly the future will see the two organiza- 
tions working hand in hand for the betterment of oratory and debating in 
all the colleges and universities which either enters. 

A list of the Special Distinction members of Pi Kappa Delta since the 
founding of the organization is given here. Of these only those in the order 
of debating or oratory or both are eligible to Delta Sigma Rho. Delta Sigma 
Rho does not have orders and does not admit instructors as Pi Kappa Delta 
does. For that reason our Special Distinction members of the Order of 
Instruction will not be admitted to Delta Sigma Rho.

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COMMENT AND NEWS NOTES 


“Some men are exceedingly hard to follow,’ This is the feeling upper- 
most in the mind of the new editor of the Forensic, as he attempts his first 
editorial. Since the beginning both the organization of Pi Kappa Delta and 
its magazine have had the advantage of the strong guidance and untiring 
efforts of Professor Egbert Ray Nichols. Despite the wishes of all the dele- 
gates to the Ottawa Convention, he absolutely refused to accept another 
term of office. He did, however, agree to accept the Vice-Presidency, and 
to look after the extension work of the society, an all-important feature at 
this time. The resolution of appreciation of Professor Nichols’ services, 
found on another page, but faintly expresses the gratitude felt towards him 
by the whole body of Pi Kappa Delta. May we all strive to keep the society 
up to the standards established by him. 

One of the key notes of the Ottawa Convention was the desire to make 
Pi Kappa Delta count for much at this time in the service of the nation. The 
list of members who have actually enlisted in the military or other service 
is an inspiring one to contemplate. The Service Flag, with its 84 stars, is 
a superb tribute to the patriotism of our order. 

But for those of us who remain at home, is there not an equally import- 
ant service to render? The morale of the nation behind its fighters is of 
supreme moment. And how is morale created or developed? By Persua- 
sion. Has not Pi Kappa Delta therefore an unparalled opportunity to justify 
its existence by patriotic service? Let every chapter outline a definite pro- 
gram whereby its members may actively participate in all patriotic move- 
ments requiring speakers—Liberty Loan, W. S. S., Red Cross, Y. M. C, A. 
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and other drives. Let them talk as four-minute men—or women—or on 
every occasion where opportunity offers. At each chapter meeting—and 
let there be many—let us check up on ourselves to see what patriotic service 
in line with the ideals of Pi Kappa Delta we have rendered since the last 
meeting, and what we can render before the next one. Men and women of 
Pi Kappa Delta, here is our chance for patriotic service of the highest type 
and of the highest value. Shall we do it? By helping our Nation we shall 
help our Order. 


If you wish an example of patriotic service, just look at the record of our 
National Secretary, Roy Painter, of Hanna, Wyoming. He has just fin- 
ished a strenuous Third Liberty Loan Campaign, and has taken part in all 
the drives so far. It was only because he felt that Pi Kappa Delta was 
worth while as a means for promoting patriotic service that Mr, Painter 
consented to retain the office of Treasurer. Let every member in every 
chapter show his appreciation for our Treasurer’s spirit by assisting him in 
his work, by paying dues promptly, and by doing business in a business-like 
way. 


You will find on another page a list of members of our Order who have 
attained the degree of Special Distinction. This list is made up from the 
records in our possession. It may be incomplete. If so, let everyone know- 
ing of omissions notify the editor, submitting evidence. If a member does 
not send in his application for a higher degree we have no means of telling 
that he has gained it. 


Local treasurers ought to feel that they hold the lives of their chapters 
in their hands. When dues are promptly collected, members have greater 
respect for the order. A lax collection of dues indicates a loose organiza- 
tion, lack of consecration to the duties of office; and begets disrespect. 
Pi Kappa Delta, nationally and locally, will suffer by reason of a weak 
treasurer just as an intellectual man must suffer when his stomach is out 
of order; when his ailment becomes chronic he is gathered to his fathers. 


When new officers are elected locally, the National President should be 
notified at once. The out-going officers should be careful that their suc. 
cessors receive a careful account of what has been done and what is to be 
done. The constitution should be kept carefully for reference, and all local 
records should be surrendered to the newly elected officers. 


Vale et Salve! We say farewell to two of our National Officers, Vaughan 
and Krenmyre, and greet two new ones, Marsh and Westfall. We appreciate 
to the full what has been done by those going, and we look forward with 
great expectation to what those coming will do. 


What a fine thing it was to see four delegates at the Convention from the 
‘Redlands chapter, the one farthest away from Ottawa. Surely some of those 
nearer at hand might have had at least one representative. 
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About Keys 


The Treasurer reports that Key No. 263 has been ordered. This means 
that we must buy forty-five more keys to collect the second fifty dollars. 

When ordering keys the name of each purchaser must be given. The 
key number and the member’s name are engraved on the reverse side of 
his key. Do not send anything for key insurance. 

Before a key may be purchased for a member, his card in the Treas- 
urer’s office must show that he is in good standing and is entitled to wear 
the key he wishes to purchase. If he is out of school, his record must show 
that he was fully paid up at the time he left. 

The jeweler’s promise to deliver keys in two weeks cannot possibly be 
kept under existing conditions, and at least a month should be allowed for 
delivery. Each key must be made up especially for the purchaser. The 
work is done in New York City. The treasurer of Pi Kappa Delta considers 
that we have been very well taken care of.

Peterson won over ‘Yale, Boston 
University, Williams, Wesleyan, and the Boston University School of The- 
ology.
